THE BASILISK. 


How thé Fabulous Monster Was Pie- 
tured by Ancient Writers. . 
The basilisk was the most famous 
of the many fabulous monsters of me- 
dineval folklore. According to the 
popular notion, it was hatched by A 
toad from on egg laid by "the cock of 
the common, barnyard fowl. In the 
ancient picturé books it was usually 
repfesented as an eight limbed ser- 
pent or dragon; sometimes with and 
sometimes without wings. Its name 
is derived from basiliscos, meaning a 
little king, and was applied because 
the creature was figured with a circle 
of white spots on its head which much 
resembled. a crown, The cockatrice, a 
species of basilisk, besides having a 
crown, possessed a-comb which was 
an exact counterpart of the cock’s. 
Pliny. assures us that the basilisk 
had a voice which “struck terror to 
the hearts of men, bensts and ser- 
pents.” The Bible classes it with the 
lion,* the serpent and the dragon as 
one of the most formidable creatures. 
Old writers—Pliny, Bascho and others 
~—say that its bite. was mortal in every 
case, that fts breath was suffocating 
and that no plant would grow in the 
vicinity of its lair. Its dead body 
was often suspended in belfries to pre- 
vent swallows from butli2ing there.

A Collision an ied: on Atlantic 
Ocean Results in Death 
of Six

New York, Jan, 24,—The wireless 
telegrapli on Saturday spoke but the 
prologue of the great drama being

enacted off Nantucket out upon 
the sea behind the impenetrable 
cutiin of fog, out upon the sea 


where the steainship Florida, with 
1,100 souls aboard, had rammed ‘the 
White Star liner Republic, with up- | 
wards of 800 suuls aboard. Today, by | 
the same ma,ic means, the full drama 
was enacted before the attentive world 
and soon revealed itself a tragedy. 

“Regret that first class passengers 
of the Republic, Mrs. Edward Lynch 
and W, J. Mooney, were killed ; also 
Mr,. Lynch and Mrs. Murphy badly 
injured.—Ransom.” 

This wireless message, received by 
officials of the White Star line, grimly 
| re ‘futed the “all safe” and “no lives | 
| lost” messages that had gladdened the 
watchers on the shore. Science had 
dove much to lessen the horrors of 
this great modern disaster of, the sea, 
but death was not baffled. It came 
quick and terrible when the sharp 
prow of the Florida cut its way into 
the side of the Republic, crushing to 
death the two passen,ers as they, slept 
in their berths.and maiming those 
who slept but an arim’s length away. 
Tt visited the hotd' as well as the deck 
of the liner and four members of the 
crew, believed to be .coal passers at 
work deep in the hold of the ship, 
were killed by the crushing blow that 
doomed the Republic.

A MIGHT OF TORTURE 


At Brought a Fortune to Its Half 
en * Victim. 


AN INNOCENT \T MAN'S ORDEAL. 


Twice Strung Up by Lynchers, He 
Confessed to Murder and Was After- 
ward Vindicated and Recovered $25,- 
000 From His Assailants. 


Late in the fifties of the last cen- 
tury George W. King was the pro- 
prietor of a hote! in Oxford, twenty- 
six miles from Lafayette, Ind. In 
1859 a stranger arrived at the hotel 
and gave his name as Dr. Rowe. He 
told King that he had no money and 
asked to be trusted for his board till 
he could get practice in the place, 
promising to pay him as promptly as 
possible. King consented to the’ ar- 
rangement, and Rowe soon became a 
favorite with the people on account of 
his companionable disposition and su- 
perior intelligence. The doctor, how- 
ever, fell deeper and deeper in debt. 
He had been at the hotel for nearly a 
year when King reminded him one 
morning that be had not paid any- 
| thing on his board bill for three 
months. The conversation, it after- 
ward appenred, was overheard by 
some one in the hotel, thougk noth- 
ing was thought of it at the time. 

A week after the conversation Rowe 
was called out late at night to see a 
patient and failed to return. Days 
passed without any word from him, 
and his disappearance soon was con- 
nected with the conversation that bad 
passed between him and the landlord 
about the unpaid board.

|} dawned, and King recognized his cap- 
tors as members of the Horse Thief 
Detective company of Benton, Warren 
and Tippecanoe counties, nearly all of 
who! were known to him. Confident 
of his guilt, the men made no attempt 
to conceal their identity. So great 
was the excitement and so intense the 
feeling against King that he waived 
examination and went to jail, hoping 
that sémething would turn up to es- 
tablish* his innocence. 

From the jail at lafayette King ad- 
dressnd letters to editors of papers in 
Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Louts, Louis- 
ville and other cities, setting out the 
circursstances of his confinement and 
asking them to keep his letter in the 
papers in bopes that it might fall un- 
der Rowe's notice. The appeal was a 
pathetic one and was copied into 
many papers throughout the enorth- 
west. 

Two weeks after its first appear- 
ance Ir. Rowe rode ipjo Oxford and, 
attended by a number of citizens, pro- 
ceeded to Lafayette, where his ap- 
pearance caused the immediate re- 
lease of the accused landlord. In ex- 
planation of his disappearance Rowe 
said he had left his home in the east 
on account of domestic troubles, that 
he had learned that his wife was on 
her way to Oxford, and he had deter- 
mined’ to leave the place secretly in 
order to prevent ber from learning 
where lhe had gone. He had gone to 
a little town in southern Illinois, and 
it was there that he learned that the 
man who had befriended him was sus- 
pected of his murder and was in jail 
in Lafayette.
